E. P. DOLE'S ARGUMENT.

Former Attorney General E. P. Dole began Wednesday, dajr before 


yesterday, his argument in the Supreme Court of the United States of 
the case of Osiki Mankicbi, which involves the political status of the 
Hawaiian Islands from the surrender, of sovereignty, August '12, 1898, 
to the taking effect of the organic act June 14, 1900, and the validity 
of the greater part of the business of the Hawaiian courts during that 
period. The case will be followed here with some interest in adminis- 
tration circles because of its important bearing upon the powers of tha 
federal government in dealing with its new possessions. Since the de- 
cision of the famous insular cases the complexion of the Supreme Court 
has changed ^materially by the retirement of Mr. Justice Gray ana Mr. 
Justice Shiras, both of whom were on the side that saved the administra- 
tion at the time. It can not be predicted safely whether there will be n 
decision in this case before the summer recess. The chances probably 
favor the postponement of the decision till the court meets next Octo- 
ber, after the summer recess. 


EUSTIS' REPORT. 


The report of Ex-Mayor Eustis of Minneapolis on proposed pub- 


lic buildings for Hilo and Honolulu has not yet been printed.. The re- 
port was presented, as stated in a letter of over a month ago, but Mr. 
Eustis submitted with the report some maps and it requires considerable 
time for the government to prepare the maps, which will be printed 
akmg with the report.
